THE ARREST MAY LEAD TO 
FURTHER DEVELOPMENTS 
CONCERNING THEM, 


THE POLICE 


The Young Blacksmith Showed the Old 
Man’s Shrewdness in Making 
the Arrest of the 
Culprit. 


Additional disclosures are expected in con- 
Nection with the recent systematic robbery 
of Cupples Station wholesale horses. 

Acting under the authority vested in every 
citizen to aid the police in the suppression 
of crime, Ed Butler, Jr., made a capture 
Saturday morning that is probably of more 
than ordinary importance. He arrested Abe 
Lipechitz, a 14-year-old incorrigible, well 
Known to the police. The boy is charged 
w:th theft. That there is a foundation for 
the charge is shown by 32 costly specimens 
of pocket cutlery found upon the person of 
the youth, 

The knives belong to the Simmons Hard- 
ware Co., one of the Cupples Station vic- 
tims, 

In the face of such overwhelming evi- 
dence the boy admitted hienself guilty of 
theft, and said he took the knives from a 


counter on the second floor of the Simmons 
building. 

That feature of the story is not accepted 
by the police. Capt. O’N —@ / is working 
on the theory that young Lipschitz has 
been acting in league with employes of the 
Simmons establishment, and Special Offi- 
cer Keely was detailed Saturday to make 
an investigation along that line. 

Capt. O’Malley’s theory is concurred in by 
Supt. Pliicher of the Eimesone company, 
who called at the Four Courts’shortly after 
the arrival of the prisoner. 

“IT can hardly see how this boy could get 
his hands on so many knives without some 
assistance,’’ said Supt. Pilcher. 

When quéstioned by a reporter for the 
Post-Dispatch, the boy emphatically denied 
that he had any accomplice. 

“I don’t need any help,’ he said. 

The story of how the junior Col. Butler 
made the arrest is interesting. 

Young Lipschitz appeared at the Butler 
horseshoeing e:tabijiishment Friday evening 
and offered to sell a knife for a quarter. It 
was easily worth $1.25. Thus suspicion was 
created. The lad was told to call again. 
Meanwhile Col. Butler, having recognized 
the knife as a Simmons brand, notified the 
He Was requested to detain the 
youth if he returned. 

He 
ad all his pockets full of Knives, and he 
offered them for sale. Col. Butler held him 
prizoner and sent a telephone méssage to 
the Four Courts. Officer Harlow respond- 
ed and took the prisoner to the Central 
Station. 

Special Officer Keely took the Lipschitz 
boy to the Simmons establishment, where 
the sweating process was applied. After two 
hours Or more the oner was returned to 
the Four Courts, R@re he was locked in 
the holdover. He made no material devia- 
tion from his original. statement—that he 
himself was alone in ‘the theft. 

“It is possible, of course, that the boy 
operated independent of any accomplice. He 
is one of the smoothest thieves we kKnow,”’ 
said the officer. 

The boy has been arrested several times 
before on charges of theft, and was at one 
time sent to the House of Refuge. 

The knives found in the lad’s possession 
are valued at $33—enough to constitute a 
charge of grand larceny.

MADRID, Spain, March 26.—-The critical moment has arrived. 

Statesmen in and out of high positions, politicians of every party and degree, are even more 
plain spoken in saying so than the press and the tone of the newspapers, unanimous on this point, 
has been very striking. 

Public sentiment in Spain is irresistibly forcing the government to declare that it can go no 
further in the way of concession to avoid more strain upon Spain’s relations with the United States. 

The Spaniards lay the responsibility of the crisis and of subsequent events upon the Ameri- 
cans. It is maintained here that American public sentiment, President McKinley, the Government 
at Washington and the Representatives of the United States in Cuba have taken advantage of 
every incident, circumstance and pretext to gradually play into the hands of the jingoes in Congress 
in order to find plausible grounds for an attempt to compel Spain to accept American intervention 
in some shape in settlement of the Cuban question. 

The last straws were the petition to remove the Maine wreck and a dispatch from the Spanish 
Winister at Washington reporting that President McKinley will send to Congress next week the 
finding of the American Naval Court of Inquiry, accompanied by consular reports upon the state 
of Cuba, and will propose to send relief to the distressed Cubans by war vessels, under the superin- 
tendency of United States Consuls. : : 

The Spaniards resent these things bitterly. 

There has been great activity in official and political quarters all day. 

At a Council of Ministers in the palace, presided over by the Queen Regent, Premier Sagasta 
explained the situation in detail. 

He informed the Regent that the government had instructed Marshal Blanco to refuse the new 
petition made by the American Naval authorities—this time for permission to remove the wreck of 
the Maine without the use of explosives. Senor Sagasta said that Spain intends that the wreck 
all remain untouched until the whole affair is settled.

A SMALLPOX TOWN. 


It Has Been Under Absolute Quaran- 
tine Since Feb. 28. 
WASHINGTON, March 2%.—Strange con- 
ditions prevail at Middlesboro, Ky., ac- 
cording to the report which Surgeon Gen- 
eral Wyman has received from Surgeon 


Wertenbaker, who was sent there to make 
an investigation of the smallpox epidemic. 
The population numbers about 4200, and con- 
sists chiefly of the employes of the furnaces 
and a tannery and miners, who live in the 
town and work in adjacent mines. Nearly, 
if not quite, half the population are negroes. 
The town has been absolutely quarantined 
since Feb. 28, no one being allowed either to 
enter or leave it. Since the Board of Health 
took charge 1960 persons have been vacci- 
nated, and forcible vaccination is still pro- 
gressing. There have been 169 cases of 
smallpox and three deaths. 

The patients are without food. A com- 
mittee of citizens m nd discussed tae mat- 
ter, ont has wired the situation to the Goy- 
ernor and the State board, asking them to 
request the assistance of the Government, 
‘‘Numerous little towns and ‘villages with- 
fh a radius of ® miles have instituted ‘shot- 
gun’ quarantines, and will allow no one to 
enter or leave them, though they have no 
smallpox in them.”’

Besides the strictly historic matter 
the book contains views and descriptions of 
all the modern improvements—parks, pub- 
lio and commercial pbuildings, schools, 
churches, etc.; also a large and well Se- 
lected set of biographical sketches, with 
portraits of the brainy and progressive mea 
who are now making history in St. Louls. 
There dfe also sketches of the clubs, social 
organizations, commercial bodies; statistics 
of the railroads, libraries, newspapers and 
almost every other branch of industry and 
municipal life. The book is a credit to its 
compiler and to the city of St. Louls. 


ARPER & BROS. have just published 
H a condensation of John Lothrop Mot- 
ley’s celebrated work, “The Rise and 
Fall of the Dutch Republic,” by William 
Elliot Griffis, author of ‘“‘The Mikado’s Em- 
pire,” etc., member of the American His- 
torica® Association and of tthe Society of 
Netherlandish Literature of Leyden. This 
book is not a reprint; it claims independent 
consideration, Seven hundred pages out of 
the 900 odd contain a condensation of Mot- 
ley’s “The Rise of the Dutch Republiic,”’ to 
which Mr. Griffis has supplied an introduc- 
tion and frequent foot-notes. To this he has 
added a historical sketch of the Dutch peo- 
ple from the death of ‘William _the Silent'to 
1897.

The feeble objection that the existence of 
the hull of the warsloop St. Louls still exists 
should not be considered an obstacle. 
Here is a description by the Philadelphia 
Times of the remains of the ship which 
bears the name of St. Louls: 

“Going down Race street on the way to 
the ferry one notices an old-fashioned sharp- 
ly-inclined bowsprit, with its bridle ports, 
the dignified touch of the past in every line, 
projecting from the wharf'’s edge into the 
street, and glancing elong the black, 
swelling sides of the old mastiess hull 
boarded over like a veritable Arctic vessel, 
one recognizes a staunch but retired sur- 
vivor of Uncle Sam’s wooden navy, nodding 
slowly up and down here on the waves 
thrown off by the river steamers, and in- 
vested with an alr of quiet inactivity that 
constarta oddly with the bustle of the street.

18%. to Mise 
Odie Hufft, by whom he had two children, 
tata now aged 3 years anda girl 8.months 

About two months ago Mr. Graham beran 
to show indications of a breakdown. He had 
labored unremittingly to build up the busi- 
ness of the three banks with which he had 
been connected, and the death of his friend 
Mr, Bullen, wag a great shock to him. There 
was a story current which found publication 
in one newspaper to the effect that his 
Vacation has been occasioned by the dis- 
pewnsing of a $5000 note that was shown to 
be worthless, and that he had been cen- 
sured for allowing the loan.

HUSBAND’S - VIGIL. 


SAT BY THE PATIENT’S BED ALL 


NIGHT AND HARDLY 
SPOKE A WORD. 


SEVEN CHILDREN VISIT HER. 


She eas That After Death They 
May Be Better Treated—Dr. 
Heine Marks Says She 
Cannot Recover. 


Mrs. Clementina Gerson insists that she 


attempted suicide when she shot herself at 
911 Leonard avenue. Saturday morning she 


denied that the wounds were the result of 
an accident, as her husband, Edward Ger- 
son, claimed. He was standing by her side 
when she made that assertion in the Bap- 
tist Sanitarium. He had been there all 


night, and the nurse said he had not spoken 
but once or twice during the vigil. He 
seemed dazed, as if he had received a 
blow that injured his brain. 

But once did his demeanor change. That 
Was before the gray of dawn Saturday. 
Breathing became difficult to the patient, 
the pulsation had almost ceased—her eyes 
seemed to have lost expression. 

“She’s dying,’’ whispered the nurse. 

The husband leaned over her. “O, why 
did you do it?” he asked. 

here was a faint reply: “You should 
know, Ed.” 

The nurse was busy preparing an injec- 
tion of strychnine to stimulate the heart's 
action. If anything elise was said at t 
time, she did not hear it. The husband 
then assumed his old position, his eyes 
eagerly watching the treatment, which had 
the desired effect—respiration became easier 
and the eyes grew natural. 

A little later the woman sald slowly: “I 
am dying and I want to see my children. I 
must tell them something before I die.”’ 
‘““Mrs. Gerson, you cannot see them now. 
The doctors say it will not be good for 
you,” the nurse said.

Dawn was breaking .when he left the 
room.

“My life was so miserable it was not worth 
the living and I wanted to die. My husband 
was so mean to me. I could stand poverty, 
but he would not let me live. 
‘Maybe my sacrifice will turn out well 
for our seven children; maybe ft will not. 
That ise what worries me. I want to tell 
them to be upright and good and know that 
their mother loved them.” 
She would have said more, bi § it would not 
do for her to excite herself. She was asking 
about her husband’s return when the sooth- 
ing opiate lulled her into a brief sleep. 

he children. came, seven of them. They 
walked there from‘their home, three blocks 
away. Bennie, aged 12, was Mie oz as he 
had done when he called at the hospitai 
Friday, and was told to go away by hs 
father. 

The oldest daughter, Sarah, aged 18, was 
permitted to see the mother, but she was 
dozing and was not disturbed. Bennie 
pleaded to be permitted to remain, but he 
couldn't. The doctor promised that if he 
was a good boy and would look after his 
little brothers and sisters he might see his 
mother Sunday if she was better.
